Annual Announcement 

For 1872-3. 



<^jS?HE Trustees and Faculty of Rush Medical College 
^JIL^ hereby announce to its friends, patrons, and the 
Sm4& Medical Profession generally, the^ opening of the 
Thirtieth Annual Course of Lectures, on the evening of 
Wednesday, October 2d, 1872. The Regular Lectures will 
commence on the following morning, and continue Twenty 
weeks. As there will be but one Introductory, students are 
admonished that their interests demand their attendance at 
the opening lecture. 

The destruction of the recently erected magnificent College 
building in the Great Conflagration, was regarded as an un- 
mitigated loss, and preparations were at once commenced to 
re-erect a new structure upon the old site, as was announced 
in a previous circular. But the action of the Cook County 
Commissioners in determining to permanently locate the 
County Hospital, which has heretofore occupied leased 
ground, has influenced the Trustees of Rush College to post- 
pone the erection of a permanent building till another ycn\\ in 
order to move with the County Hospital to its new location. 
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In the meantime, the County Commissioners have permitted 
the Trustees of Rush College to erect temporary lecture and 
dissecting rooms on the present Hospital Grounds, in imme- 
diate proximity to that Institution. 

The advantages of such a connection with the largest Hos- 
pital in the West, affords facilities to the students of Rush 
College, \#ich will far more than compensate the great loss 
sustained by the destruction of our former splendid edifice. 

While the lecture and dissection rooms, which are now in 
process of erection, are of a temporary nature, the fire ordi- 
nance compels the use of brick in their construction, and the 
Faculty, under whose direction the structure is being erected, 
have provided ample accommodations in both rooms. Large 
in size, free in ventilation, and thoroughly \yarmed, the lec- 
tures being so arranged as to frequently change the location 
of the class from the operating theatre of the Hospital to the 
lecture-room of the College, every consideration of health and 
comfort will be fully realized. 

The lecture-room will seat, comfortably, over three hundred 
students, each seat being numbered, as in the old College, 
This plan enables the student, by sending to the Treasurer of 
the Faculty the matriculation fee in advance of the Session, to 
secure a desirable seat, and forestalls the rush for seats which 
characterizes the ingress of the class to the lecture-room, in 
colleges where this system does not prevail. 

The Trustees and Faculty* consider that the permanent 
proximity to the County Hospital, which will hereafter char- 
acterize Rush Medical College, and the requirements of the 
College for graduation, fully comply with the spirit of the 
age, and the demand of the profession for practical training of 
Medical Students, Cook County Hospital must ever be the 
largest hospital in Chicago, and the municipal character of 
the charity will necessarily furnish the greatest variety of dis- 
ease and accident. During the last lecture session there were 
daily clinics, and during the ensuing term the same system will 
prevail In addition to the Hospital clinics, the usual College 
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clinics will be resumed, among which, as affording unusual 
interest to the student, Prof Miller's Gynaecological Clinic 
deserves especial mention. Prof Gunn's Saturday afternoon 
clinic will be conducted upon the old basis. 

Graduation. 

The following are the requirements for the Degree of 
Doctor of Medicine, — 

1st. The candidate must be 21 years of age, and give 
satisfactory evidence of possessing a good moral character. 

2d. He must have pursued the study of medicine three 
years, and attended at least two courses of Lectures, one of 
which must have been in this Institution, 

3d. He must have attended Clinical Instruction during, at 
least, one College term. t 

4th. He must have pursued the study of Practical Anato- 
my, under the direction of the Demonstrator, and to the 
extent required by the rules of the College. 

5th. He must notify the Secretary of the Faculty of his 
intention to become a candidate, and deposit the amount of 
the Graduation Fee with the Treasurer, on or before the 20th 
day of January. In case the candidate fails to graduate, the 
'fee will be returned to him. 

6th. Every candidate must undergo a full and satisfactory 
examination on all branches taught in the College, 

7th. Graduates of other respectable schools of medicine will 
be entitled to an ad eiuuiem degree, by passing a satisfactory 
examination, paying the graduation fee, and giving evidence 
of a good moral and professional character. 

Board and Rooms. 

Good board, with rooms, and all the usual accommodations, 
can be obtained at as reasonable rates in this as in any other 
city. By associating in clubs, students may supply them- 
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selves with good accommodations at a material reduction 
from ordinary rates. 

Spring and Summer Instruction. 

Under the direction of the Faculty, a Spring and Summer 
Course, beginning on the first Wednesday of March, and end- 
ing on the 30th of June t is annually conducted, consisting of 
lectures, recitations, and clinical observations at the Hospitals 
and College Dispensary. It is not intended to be in lieu of a 
regular course, but is established to afford greater facilities to 
students desiring to remain in the city during the summer, for 
the benefit of clinical advantages. 

This course is free to Matriculants of the College, 
There are also abundant facilities, connected with the Col- 
lege, for the pursuit of special studies, by Private Courses, 
under competent instructors, and for Private Examinations 
on the subjects treated in the public lectures, of which the 
student may avail himself, as his inclination and advantage 
may dictate. 

Directions to Students. 

Students will sign the Matriculation List, and obtain their 
tickets of the Treasurer, Prof, GUNN, at the College. Stu- 
dents may select their seats hi the lecture-room when they 
take their tickets, or the Treasurer will select a seat for 
them, on the receipt of the matriculation fee, previous to 
the opening of the Session. The Janitor may be seen in 
the College building, and will aid in obtaining boarding 
places, rooms, etc. For circular, address the Secretary, Prof.

From Alumni of this and other respectable Medical Col- 
leges, the Matriculation Pee only will be required. 

The last session, although announced for twenty weeks, was 
terminated at the end of sixteen, the limited space at the 
command of the Faculty, after the fire, telling severely upon 
the health of the class. This explanation is deemed justly 
due to our patrons. 
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At the last lecture in the old College, (at the end of the 
first week of the session), over two hundred students were 
pres en t Earl y o 11 M o n d a y 111 o rn i i lg fol 1 o\v ing, t hose stu d e nts 
saw the College and their homes disappear in vapor, while 
they fled for their lives from a consuming city, many losing 
both books and wardrobe. On the Friday next ensuing, 
lectures were resumed in the County Hospital lecture-room, 
forty students only remaining in the city. But notwithstand- 
ing many had fled to their homes in distant States, and all 
the Medical Colleges generously telegraphed over the country 
that Rush Students would be received gratuitously, one hun- 
dred more returned to the forty remaining, making an aggre- 
gate of one hundred and forty, That number only we 
catalogue, as the College register was burned, and we are 
unable to obtain the names of those who did not return. 

The tickets issued last Session to students who were unable 
to return, will be honored at the next session.
